DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is regarding the Amendment after Final Rejection, filed 05/06/2009. It is 
acknowledged that applicants have cancelled claims 1 - 7, 9 and 11 - 20, amended 
claims 8 and 10 (which contain allowable subject matter) by rewriting them into 
independent form including all the limitations of the base claims, and added new claims 
31 - 48. The new added claims either depend on independent claims 8 and 1 0, or are 
computer programs for executing the methods of claims 8 and 10. Claims 8, 10 and 31 
- 48 remain pending in this Application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.
